Little Hope Held 
In Kentucky Disaster 


PINEVILLE Ky., Dec. 26.—(UP)—Fire broke out in the 


shaft of a mountain slope coal mine Wednesday night, block- 
ing the progress of desperate rescue teams which had pene- 
trated into the two-mile tunnel in a grim, but apparently 
hopeless, attempt to save some 31 to 50 miners, trapped or 
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into a civilian home to help relieve the housing short- 


age in Mansfield, Ohio, this Army Quonset hut has two bedrooms, a living room, a 


bathroom and a kitchenette. 


It is completely insulated to insure warmth and quiet.

Administration ‘handling of the| 
nation’s housing shortages, particu- 
larly with reference to veterans, 
drew criticism on Capitol Hill 
Wednesday from the ranks of 
President Truman’s own party. 


Reps, Outland, Democrat, Cali- 
fornia, and Woodhouse, Democrat, 
Conn., usually staunch administra- 
tion supporters, told newspaper- 
men they believed housing condi- 
tions might be worsened rather 
than helped by the program in- 
tended to channel scarce material 
into houses costing $10,000 and 
less. 


“Not many returning veterans 
can pay $10,000 for a home, or 
rent at $80 a month,” Mrs. Wood- 
house said. “What we need is 
houses to sell below $6,500 and 
to rent at $50 or less.” 


Outland voiced the opinion that 
the administration program, an- 
nounced last week to become ef- 
fective Jan. 15, would mean that 
virtually all new housing would 
sell close to the $10,000 limit. 


“Veterans can’t pay anywhere 
near that,” he said. “I would like 
to see $5,000 houses.” 


The two representatives, both 
members of the House Banking 
Committee which is considering 
housing legislation, said the gov- 
ernment made a serious mistake 
last fall in repealing the wartime 
control that channeled scarce ma- 
terials into low-cost housing. 

The banking group is studying 
a bill by Rep. Patman, Democrat, 
Texas, that would restore rigid 
priority privileges for contractors 
building low and medium-priced 
houses, and provide price ceilings 
for new and old dwellings. 

John D. Small, Civilian Produe- 
tion ,Administrator, said the gov- 
ernment would see to it that “a 
fair share” of homes built: next 
year will sell for less than $10,000.

One look 
at the men’s desperate faces gave 
them the answer. 

There was still a remote chance 
that the men might have escaped 
into a side tunnel or room where 
the air was still good. 

MYSTERY SHROUDS CAUSE 

The rescue workers, including 
crews from neighboring mines in 
the southeast Kentucky coal dis- 
trict, were directed by State Mine 
Inspector Harry Thomas. 

Cause of the explosion was not 
immediately known. Nor was it 
determined where in the mine that 
the blast occurred. The fact that 
'it was not heard on the surface 
|indicated that it must have been 
near the bottom of the shaft. The 
automatic air fans stopped when 
the explosion knocked out the 
electrical circuit in the mine.

Ramspeck expressed these views 
in an interview in Washington 
with Raymond P. Brandt, of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Ramspeck, 
Democratic whip and veteran of 
20 years in congress, resigned to 
become an official in an aviation 
company. 

Ramspeck strongly supports 
President Truman’s recommenda- 
tions for a law prohibiting work 
stoppages until a fact-finding com- 
mission has reported on issues 
threatening a strike or lockout. 
He says the public interest is more 
important than the interest of 
either the employers or the em- 
ployes. 


VITAL PP OVISIONS 


Supported in his races here by 
organized labor, Ramspeck says 
he cannot understand labor’s op- 
position to the bill. In the Detroit 
strike, the union demanded access 
to General Motors’ books. Now, 
when the President recommends 
a procedure for going into the 
books, the CIO opposes him, 
Ramspeck observes. 

“The bill has two principal pro- 
visions,” the congressman ex- 
plains. “The first is that there 
shall be no work stoppage in cer- 
tain industries while a fact-finding 
commission is making an investi- 
gation. The second—and I be 
lieve it is the crux of the whole 
bill—is that the commission shall 
have subpoena power to go into 
the books of the disputants if that 
seems desirable.” 


PROVIDES 30-DAY DELAY 


A third provision is that the 
commission may make recommen- 
dations, Ramspeck continues, This 
is important because in a major 
controversy the report itself may 
be so voluminous that the people 
would not read it, he says. 

The bill does not take away the 
workers’ right to strike, Ramspeck 
points out. Insofar as the govern- 
ment is concerned, it may only 
delay a strike or lockout for 30 
days. That period cannot be ex- 
tended unless both parties agree 
to an extension. It specifically 
states that it does not apply to the 
individual employe. He can quit 
his job anytime he wants to. 

The bill does not impose arbi- 
tration, either compulsory or vol- 
untary, Collective bargaining is 
expected to continue while the 
commission is making its study 
and report. 

“Finally,” Ramspeck concludes, 
“there is no compulsion for ac- 
ceptance of the commission’s find- 
ings except public opinion.” 

The people are entitled to know 
the facts in major industrial dis- 
putes, and fact-finding is the ma- 
chinery to inform them, the con- 
gressman says.

DREADED BLACK DAMP

that the men had all survived it 
and had found safety deeper in 
the mine.

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Good News From Moscow Meeting 


News from Moscow is good. 


While we join with idealists in deplor- 
ing the fact that peace depends almost en- 
tirely on an accord between the Big Three, 
that fact remains inescapable. 


Therefore, the news that accord, “be- 
yond expectations,” has been reached is of 
vital importance. We must not expect too 
much from it. It will by no means be per- 
fect. It will contain compromises. 


But, the Christmas period is as good as 
any to point out that for almost 2,000 years 
the world has been struggling to work out 
some formula for world peace ... without 


success. We have, following this war, 
established two precedents. We have made 
of the aggressor a war criminal, not a hero. 
We have agreed, almost without dissent, to 
become a member of the United Nations 
Organization, which is an organization 
created to deal with problems which, if left 
alone, might bring on war. 


In the first meeting of the three foreign 
ministers there was no progress at all. In 
this second meeting there was much prog- 
ress. It is a matter for national apprecia- 
tion and hope. The Constitution joins in 
this appreciation and congratulates Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes on his not inconsider- 
able part in making the meeting a success. 


The American GI Likes Kids--All Kids 


While we take a dim view of some 
of the relationships developed between 
American soldiers and Nazi and Japanese 
women, we do not get too upset about it. 
It is an old story, perhaps best celebrated 
in Kipling’s “Tommy Atkins”: 


“And, if sometimes our conduct isn't all 
your fancy paints, 

Just remember men in barracks don’t 
grow into plaster saints.” 


Barracks life is dull at best and the 
soldier of any nation does what he can, 
according to his lights, to alleviate it. We 
do not approve. We regret it, but we un- 
derstand it. 


One thing we like, without any reserva- 
tion: 


The American soldier likes kids. 


He slipped chewing gum to the German 
kids when it was against regulations. He 
felt sorry for the debased Italian kids. 


And now, we read, the American GI 
party in Japan turned into a riot because 
hundreds of Japanese kids who like the 
American soldiers came uninvited to their 
Christmas party. 


We think that is as it should be. We 
prefer that. our soldiers should like chil- 
dren and want to share with them cookies, 
chewing gum and food. 


No better good-will ambassadors could 
be had. We hope that literally millions 
of children over the world grow up with 
a warm spot in their hearts for Americans. 
It'will be better for the future of the world, 
of which future we must share, be it good 
or evil. 


Please, Not Again, Mr. Truman 


Admiring Mr. Truman as a decent, 
honest person, doing his best in a situation 
rarely thrust upon any other Ameriéan, 
The Constitution wishes to object to his 
policy of flying in airplanes when com- 
mercial aircraft are grounded because of 


weather. We understand, and sympathize 
with Mr. Truman’s desire to be with his 
mother and family on Christmas day. But 
we believe we speak the sentiments of 


all America in suggesting that the Presi- 
dent not take such chances again. The 
nation needs him. In so critical a period, 
it could ill spare the loss of its chief execu- 
tive. Inauguration of a third President in 
so short a span would place a great strain 
on government and international relations. 
In addition, we like and admire Mr. Tru- 
man for himself alone. ‘So, please, Mr. 
President, when the weather is too dan- 
gerous for flying—stay on the ground. 


Home Is Where the Heart Is 


Travel conditions during the Christmas 
holiday period were and are tragic. Thou- 
sands of persons, more than half of them 
returning soldiers, were unable to reach 
home... where waited love and affection 
and the more material, if less substantial, 
gifts 


While the tragedy of the inability to 
reach home could not be overlooked, there 
was in it something to make us glad. This 
desire to be at home is a quality possessed 
by all peoples, but nowhere is it stronger 
than in the hearts of the American people. 
The American soldier, having seen the 
world and its great sights, having seen its 
riches and its poverty, its joy and its sor- 
row, wants most of all to get home. 


As long as America retains this keen 
desire for home and all the meaning of 


home the nation is in no danger of be- 
coming decadent. 


But the fact this desire is present makes 
it all the more obligatory that people have 
homes in which to live and have families. 
They must have them at a reasonable price 
and they must be encouraged to own 
homes. Trends toward small, efficiency 
living quarters in other nations have sent 
the birth rate down to an alarming degree. 
The United States had a birth rate which 
was falling until war came. Now it is 
climbing again. But lack of living quar- 
ters, with no room for babies, will start 
it down again. 


The greatest tragedy would be for this 
nation to fail to meet the desire of every 
American for a home within the full mean- 
ing of the word.

of Greece for many centuries, but never with 
greater force and effect than in the past two decades. 

A part of the present political struggle began in 1917, when 
King Constantine, brother-in-law of the Kaiser, resisted Allied 
plans for bases in Greece. The fiery Venizelos led a revolt which 
dethroned Constantine and made his son, Alexander, king. 

Greek prospects were at high tide. The Aegean coast in Europe, 
the Aegean islands, the Straits from the Black sea to the Aegean, 
perhaps even Constantinople itself—all this was in prospect. 

But the blind fates, snipping the threads of men’s lives and 
hopes, wrought otherwise. 

King Alexander died in 1919. The royalists staged a coup d’etat 
which defeated Venizelos and restored Constantine to the throne. 
The Allies,cooled. Britain was willing but France and Italy op- 
posed any joint aid to the new government. 

Britain, harassed with other problems, gave the new govern- 
ment a large loan and looked with favor upon a Greek éffort to 
drive the Turks out of Asia Minor. 

But, again, fate ruled otherwise. 

In Turkey, defeated, corrupt Turkey, a new spirit was arising 
out of the ruins of the old Sultanate which had made of Turkey 
the “Sick Man of Europe.” 

A soldier, later to be known as Kemal Attaturk, has risen out 
of obscurity and was on the march, attracting not merely men, 
but fanatical loyalties. His ragged fanatics met the Greeks, who had 
marched out from Smyrna, and routed them. 

'™ 1922 Constantine again lost his throne. 


. The Greeks, being emotional partisans, like Ameri- 
Venizelos cans, are divided about Venizelos. But he was a 
man. He signed a treaty in 1923 which provided for the first great 
experiment in mass exchange of population. 

The League of Nations raised $50,000,000 to finance it. 

Less than a half million refugees left Greece. 

More than 1,000,000 came in and they are a leaven that has 
never stopped working in the politics and life of Greece. 

Royalists and Republican policies clashed in 1924 and King 
George, eldest son of Constantine, went into exile: A republic 
was formed. Mussolini bullied it, bombing Corfu and assisting the 
Bulgarians to put down a Greek invasion. 

General Pangalos, who was the real power when Constantine 
was king the second time, overthrew the republic and became a 
comic-opera dictator until 1927, when a revolution overthrew him. 
A brief period of civil war and terror followed ... 


In the 1935 elections a military coup d’etat and a subsequent 
plebiscite which even the royalists have difficulty believing was 
honest, restored King George to the throne. 

Turmoil continued and in 1936 Gen. John Metaxas, claiming a 
Communist threat, declared a dictatorship. His methods and pro- 
gram were Fascist, but many Greeks, weary of bloodshed and tur- 
moil, accepted him. During his rule Germany flattered him, 
seemed to like him muchly, a fact that has plagued his admirers 
ever since. 


On October 28, 1940, Mussolini attacked Greece. 

The Greeks whipped his army and the Nazis had to intervene 
to save him. It was the days of too little and too late. The English 
tried. Say that for them. They had little. Metaxas died. His 
successor committed suicide. Germany moved in, cruelly. 

The long Greek guerrilla struggle, among the most glorious in 
all history, began. Germany tried to break Greece. She left 
wounds that will never heal in this or the next generation. She 
left hunger and ruined cities and a bankrupt government.

The German Nature, 
Tricky and Devious 


It would be stupid and suicidal to believe, 
because we have pounded Germany into the dust 
by military might, that the German people have 

abandoned, in any degree, their dream of world conquest. Already 
the forces of pro-German propaganda are at work on the first steps 
of preparation for the launching o: new bath of blood for the world. 

If we were a people capable of learning by experience we 
should, now, recognize the program. For it is, basically, the same 
old trick of playing on false sentimentality and using our own 
native generosity and kindly sympathies to our own destruction. 

What is true of this country, is largely true of a majority of the 
others of our Allies in war. England seems to be almost as easy 
to trick as are we, and other lands, too. Only Russia appears to 
have learned the lesson we all must learn if we are to keep. the 
world safe from a new holocaust of war. The Soviet does seem 
inclined to treat Germany with realistic remembrance of the crimes 
she perpetrated. The rest of us are already, apparently, beginning 
to forget and to accept the German propaganda which would have 
us adopt “Oh, the poor, suffering German people” as our attitude. 


. General Eisenhower’s name was booed, 
Eisenhower Booe recently, at a public meeting. Not in 
Berlin or Hamburg or any German community. It was in Chicago. 
Can you believe that? It is true. 

The meeting? A rally by a recently organized group named 
“American Relief for Germany.” The organization is sponsored 
by one of the most notorious subversive publications, the “Chicago 
Abendpost. 

The purpose of “American Relief for Germany,” is to raise 
money and to agitate for permission to send food and supplies to 
“Der Faderland.” The Abendpost boasts of having collected 65,000 
signatures for a petition to President Truman, asking permission 
to send food to Germany. 

At the meeting one man who was present said he felt like he 
was attending a Hitler rally. The audience was chiefly composed 
of ex-members of the old Bund. One speaker stated that Allied 
treatment of Germany was inhuman, that Germans, in the vast 
majority, are kind and peace-loving and that all German mis- 
behavior was due solely to the Versailles Treaty.

Patton a Legend 
Even Before Death 


W ASHINGTON.—Future historians will not 
find it difficult to appraise the military great- 
ness of Gen. George S. Patton, colorful Ameri- 

can commander who wrote his name in blazing letters across the 
battlefields of Europe and North Africa. 

He is certain to be accorded a place as the most dynamic, 
the most resourceful, the most daring—and the most feared—mili- 
tary figure of World War II. 

Not until Patton came along were the Germans taught the real 
meaning of blitz warfare. He made their earlier successes with 
armored divisions in France and Belgium seem puny in compari- 
son. One of the last of his many spectacular drives carried for 
a distance of more than 70 miles in a single day—and in the 
very heart of enemy territory. 

Already he is being acclaimed as the embodiment of the great 
men of American military “.istory. There was about him some- 
thing of Lee and Grant in the fidelity given him by his men, 
while the manner in which he led his forces was strongly suggestive 
of the daring tactics of Stonewall Jackson, Phil Sheridan, Jeb 
Stuart and Nathan Bedford Forrest, whose guiding strategy was: 
“Get there fustest with the mostest.” 


seen gas sas Patton, in fact, belongs to the Virginia 
Virginia Tradition military tradition which has given so 
many illustrious names to the nation’s war great. George S. Pat- 
ton the first, his grandfather, was a colonel in the Confederate 
Army, who died at Winchester early in the Civil War. The second 
George S. Patton, the late general’s father, also was born in Vir- 
ginia and followed the family tradition of going through the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. 

Old Blood and Guts, himself, as he was affectionately known to 
his men, was born in California, but he carried out the family 
tradition of enrolling at V. M. 1. for a year before going on to 
West Point, where he gained his military training. 


: Perhaps the greatest tribute paid to Gen. Patton 
Nazi Awe was the awe and respect with which he was held by 
the German high command. Secret documents captured since the 
surrender show that the Germans regarded him with greater terror 
than any other Allied comniander. 

Long before D-Day, by his spectacular exploits in Tunisia and 
Sicily, where his troops met and defeated the best the Germans 
were able to offer, he had come to be the man most feared by the 
Germans. 

It was for this reason that Gen. Eisenhower held him and his 
now famous Third Army in reserve at the outset of the Normandy 
invasion, carefully refraining from making any announcement of 
Patton’s part in the operations. He did so, knowing that the Ger- 
mans would not commit their main forces for a counterattack 
against the Normandy beachhead until they knew where Patton 
would strike. 

Patton’s armored spearheads were within 25 miles of Paris 
before the Germans definitely knew of his presence in France. 

Always the Germans did him the credit of massing the most artil- 
lery and the most men on his front. But it did them no good. 

He led his men across the Rhine, the Seine, the Moselle and 
a score of lesser rivers, liberating 80,000 square miles of territory, 
capturing 750,000 Nazi prisoners and killing or wounding at least 
a half a million more. The daring of Ger. Patton had become 
1 living legend long before he died. 

And now death has mocked him in the manner of his end. He 
died not on the battlefield as-he ‘iad hoped to, but in the luxury 
of a peacetime limousine after a crash with an Army truck in Ger- 
many. Death passed him by many times on the field of battle, 
only to overtake him on the highways.

“In view of my past legislative 
experience, I realize the obliga- 
tions of the President to the con- 
gress as a co-ordinate branch of 
the government. At the same 
time, I must be equally aware of 
the constitutional responsibility of 
the President to the people, and 
of the obligation of the congress 
to help him to discharge that re- 
sponsibility.” 


THAT SECOND SENTENCE 
should be pondered carefully, par- 
ticularly “the constitutional re- 
sponsibility of the President to 
the people.” That is a symbol, at 
least, after some months of re- 
buffs by congress, of the transi- 
tion of an ex-member of congress, 
genial and co-operative by nature, 
into the chief executive in his own 
right, the President of all the peo- 
ple, and their champion. 

It is a clear-cut recognition of 
the role of President in the best 
traditions of our democracy. 


It is, at the same time, an inter- 
esting metamorphosis in the case 
of Harry Truman. He came from 
congress. His every inclination, 
when he was thrust suddenly into 
the presidency, was to establish a 
co-operative relationship with con- 
gress. He stepped into an emer- 

ency. He needed co-operation. 

e were, as a nation, in a critical 
period. 

But there were some of whom 
the talk of “co-operation between 
the President and congress” meant 
something a bit different from 
what might be supposed. These 
were interests and influences, in 
congress and out, who had fought 
President Roosevelt’s domestic 
program. They now saw a chance 
for congress, which had blocked 
virtually every progressive domes- 
tic measure during the war, to be- 
come in fact the dominant partner 
in government. What they meant 
was “co-operation by the Presi- 
dertt with congress,” and not 
maybe. 


FOR THEIR PLOT they have 
historical precedents for the sei- 
zure of control by congress on the 
passing of a strong President. It 
happened when Martin Van Bu- 
ren succeeded Andrew Jackson, 


in three months. He said: 


Howard Taft suceeeded Theodore 
Roosevelt, and when Warren G. 
Harding succeeded Woodrow Wil- 
son. 


It seems to be happening again. 
This period has run according to 
pattern. Congress has put every 
hindrance in the way of President 
Truman under domination of a 
coalition of southern conservative 
Democrats and Republicans. He 
has spoken out, but in vain. Con- 
gress only smiles and goes its own 
way. 


AT LONG LAST, however, 
President Truman has gone to the 
heart of the matter in pointing 
out his constitutional responsibili- 
ty to the people, congress notwith- 
standing. He took a strong issue. 
It would be poor government, in- 
deed, to turn back to the states at 
this time the finding of jobs for 
millions of people, including war 
veterans, when that is a national 
problem. He clearly cited the 
dangers in his message. 

This is no time to pacify hungry 
local politicians who want to get 
their hands back on this piece of 
patronage. This is no time to 
give in to selfish business inter- 
ests which expect to gain in a re- 
turn now of administration to the 
states. 


THE VETO should serve to 
dramatize the issue, both to con- 
gress, and to the public. It was 
comparable. in. some ways to 
President Roosevelt's veto of a 
tax bill—the first such veto in his- 
tory—on the ground that it was 
for the relief of the greedy, and 
not the needy. Congress rose up 
in its wrath then because of its 
cherished power over the purse 
strings. 

Congress will 
wrath again. 

But don’t let that becloud the 
real issue. The President has step- 
ped out here, and in his constitu- 
tional role, on behalf of what he 
considers the public interest. He 
still has wide, if passive, public 
support. That support will not 
help him unless it is turned on 
congress.

What Pattern Do We Recognize? 


The first information to come 


out of Moscow reveals that the 


American habit of advancing to a point from which, later, to retreat, 


has become a pattern. 


Every conference opens with, or is preceded 


by, a fait accompli by the Soviet Union, and the conference then 


makes a Big Three policy. 


The new information is that we shall recognize the “government” 


of Yugoslavia. 


At the end of October, we, along 
with Great Britain and the Soviets, 
called Tito’s attention to the pro- 
visions of Yalta as they affected 
the “elections” he had scheduled 
for Nov. 11, and advised postpon- 
ing them until comformable con- 
ditions could be established. Tito 
called them anyhow, and the 
Soviet supported his decision. 

What happened was the regular 
totalitarian plebiscite: one list 
only, one propaganda only; dis- 
franchisement of “Fascist collabo- 
rators,” a new slogan to describe 
all opposition; police terror; pack- 
ing of the plebiscite by extending 
the vote to all who “had fought 
in the resistance,” which included 
youngsters of 12 to 17; (the voting 
age is 18). Unable to register their 
protest thousands of Yugoslavs ab- 
sented themselves, a risky thing 
to do, because in the “new democ- 
racy,” silence is not regarded as 
consent, but as inviting a visit 
from the political police. 

The United States withheld 
recognition—as from Bulgaria— 
and now from Moscow rescinds 
its former policy concerning Yugo- 
slavia. Non-recognition is a weak 
reed of policy anyhow, but pretty 


soon Washington’s diplomatic 
corps, with its privileges, will at) 
this rate, be packed with Soviet! 
agents. | 


OUR GOVERNMENT knows ail 
about the Tito regime. Not only 
is it a monstrous dictatorship, ex- 
ercising a monstrous terror, but 
its despot is a Soviet quisling. 
Tito appeared in Yugoslavia to 
fight for “his country” only after 
Russia entered the war. He was 
a member of the Russian military 
intelligence. Numbers of experi- 
enced objective correspondents 
have been in Yugoslavia, and all, 
without exception report private- 
ly, and some publicly, that Tito 
has not more than a small minori- 
ty of popular support. 

But it is doubtful whether Tito’s 
role is even “ideological.” He is 
in Yugoslavia to hold an impor- 
tant strategical front for the 
Soviet’s expanding empire. Yugo- 


slavia is essential to pressure on 


Turkey—which was saved from | 


the Germans by the Yugoslav ris- 
ing, in which Tito, at that mo- 
ment, was entirely disinterested. 
So is Iran essential, and the Sovict 
agents who are “liberating” Azer- 
baijan are in the same game. In 
playing this game, the question of 
former ‘“collaborationists” is in- 
consequential. The “realistic” defi- 
nition of anti-Fascist is “whoever 
will play our game,” and for those 
who will the past is forgotten and 
forgiven.

Truman 
And Congress 


The record of congress up to its 
holiday recess does not add up to 
much of a Christmas present for 
the President. In framing his New 
Year’s resolutions, Mr. Truman 
may well ponder whether good 
behavior—at least what congress 
regards as good behavior on the 
part of a chief executive—pays. 


His stocking, it is true, is not 
empty. It contains such valuables 
as approval of the United Nations 
Charter and of the Bretton: Woods 
agreement, and sundry lesser 
prizes. The most important of 
these, however, were, so to speak, 
arranged by his predecessor. Rati- 
fication of the UNO charter had 
been all but guaranteed by the 
spadework of Roosevelt, Hull and 
others. Similarly, the way had 
been paved for bipartisan support 
of Bretton Woods. 

But congress has not given 
much heed to Mr. Truman’s own 
pleas. He wanted certain war pow- 
ers extended for a year; congress 
granted six months. His “full em- 
ployment” bill has been delayed 
and emasculated. His request that 
the U. S. Employment Service of- 
fices remain under federal control 
until the middle of 1947 was, re- 
jected. Action on domestic controls 
for atomic energy, his fact-finding 
plan for labor disputes—for both 
of which he urged prompt approv- 
al—have been postponed. Other 
items in his program have been 
rejected, ignored, or gutted. And 
congress has taken no steps to- 
ward framing a military policy, 
even for an interim period. 


THE RECORD can be summed 
up in a different way, however. 
On international policies, Mr. Tru- 


man has had, on the whole, the) 


support of congress. On domestic 
economic and social policies he has 


had to buck the same coalition of |

Republican and Democratic con- 
servatives which so often blocked 
Roosevelt. Throughout the war 
there were unmistakable 
that its close would bring the re- 
vival, in all their bitterness, of 
the struggles over economic and 
social policies of his second term.
